Lester Goodman, a deaf worker 
in the Chicago post office, who has 
l»een with the department twenty- 
six years, has charge of 60,000,000 
blanks, auri such is his system of 
filing them that he is able to find 
any one of a riate with in the last 
tour years in in five minutes' time. 

Mr Goodman recently moved him- 
self and his job from under the side- 
walks in the basement of the federal 
building to the ninth floor, in order 
togivespace to lockers for incoming 
employes, and on this lofty perch is 
now found one of the most impress- 
ing anri unique one-man workshops 
in Chicago. 

If on entering the rotunda of the 
government building one will look 
straight upward he will see a circle 
of red, white, and blue electric 
lights. The circle is about the level 
with the tenth fl.arr. To this circle 
clear around the rotunda slopes a 
oanopy in which there are several 
circular steel gratings, anri just 
back of this canopy, anangeri on a 
narrow corridor flarr. are long oak 
cases that hold 15,000 wooden files 
twelve inches long. These files hold 
the paid money order advices that 
have been received in anri paid by 
the Chicago posioffice during tho 
last four years. 

Sup-r packages are made up 
when a file has been filled with 
about 4,000 advice blanks, auri 
these supers are s'oreri away on 
shelves alter being properly label- 
ed. When from any e w gae it be- 
comes necessary to find the paid 
advice the application is sent lo 
(Toodman, who is aide lo put his 
hand on the little slip of thin paper 
in a surprisingly short time. He 
knows in an instant jnst where to 
look among 50,000,000 bUuks for 
this piirtieu'ar alviee Its rialo 
shows whether it Is iu the wooden 
hie or iu a super p-ickage. He 
makes his way to the case iu which 
is filed the boxes or super of iho 
Slate mentioned, and by a clever 
syetera of indexing he finds the 
desired blanks. 

When is considered the fact that 
Chicago transacts a pnid money 
order business of $-'0 000,000 a 
month, some idea of the enormous 
task I hat this workei has ou his 
hands may be harl.

The Maryland Bulletin of 
January 27th, quotes our items in 
reference to the illness of two of 
our deaf friends of Baltimore, and 
asks for statistical proof that the 

r number of the deaf of Balti- 
more succumb to tuberculosis 
We hope lo be able to give this 
proof at some future dale. Wo are 

as much interested in the question 
as any one can be. The fact thai 
at this very moment we have in 
mind several cases of tuberculosis, 
and not one case of another nature, 
seems at first thought, to fully bear 

out the assertion. If its truth 
were to be established, it would 
ascribed to several causes, among 
them perhaps the fact that the deaf 
use llieir respiratory organs to a 
small extent, the damp climate of 
Baltimore, the sea level character 
of the toil, the lack of a proper and 
sufficient sewerage system, and the 
confinement of city ami factory life. 
But we hope Ihe assertion is not 
true. We hope tuberculosis is 
prevalent, to no greater extent 
among the deaf than among the 
hearing of Baltimore. It, would be 
appalling if it were so

' CON8TANTIKB THE GKKAT (272 — 
337) — one of the most noted Roman 
Emperor*. He made Christianity 
the religion of the Romans. 

Copernicus (1473— 1543)— a 
famous German astronomer. He 
was the first to tell us that the earth 
moved around the sun and not, as 
people then thought, the sun around 
the earth. 

Galileo (1564-1642)— a great 
Italian philosopher who explained 
many things that had puzzled 
everytody. Like CojK?rnicus, he 
tolieved that the earth moved 
around the sun, and he was severe- 
ly persecuted for this belief. He 
became both deaf and blind before 
he «tied. 

VOLTA (1754— 1827)-sn Italian 
scieutist, famous for his Invent ion 
of the voltaic cell, an instrument 
foi makinu electricity. 

Darwin (1809— 1882)— A great 
English writer on natural history, 
his best work being the "Origin of 
cies." He tells us that everyt hing 
Ibal has life is slowly but surely 
changing from lower to higher states 
and that this has gone on ever since 
tlie world was created. This Is now 
known as the " Darwinian Theory. 

Charles Dickens (1812—1870) 
— a famous English novelist. He 
was very fond of reading and study- 
ing when a boy, but being very 
poor, he conld not attend school 
very long — yet he was one of the 
wisest men of his time.

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In Pittsburg, Pa., dwells a rich 
man whose son was recently arrest- 
ed for stealing from a friend. 

No matter what the name of this 
rich man is, we are not adorning a 
tale, but pointing a moral. 

While in bis cell this rich thief 
told this story : 

" I was always allowed to have all 
the money I wanted, and was never 
brought up with the possibility of 
having to earn my own living before 
me, and then, when my father cut 
me loose, and refused to any longer 
support me, I could only drift. 

"I had never worked in my life, 
hut I started to try. To firm after 
firm in Chicago, Cleveland and 
New York, I applied, hnt it was 
always the same story. They would 
ask me my name and the name of 
my f ither. When they discovered 
the identity of my father, they 
would ask why he did not give me 
a position, and when I would tell 
them the truth, that there had been 
trouble tot ween us, they would 
turn up their noses and say they 
had nothing for me." 

After 'he young man had stolen 
the articles from his friend, and had 
toen thrown in jail for his crime, he 
wastaken rftek and wired his mother, 
saying: " Will you come or send 
som» one to help me out. I am very 
sick." 

It is likely that this variety of 
message was not new to the young 
scamp's parents. 

Rich men's sons know how to 
wring money from their too indul- 
gent parents. 

The best thing that could happen 
to most sons of the rich would be to 
go to work for a living. 

Work keeps the hands off from 
goods that don't, belong to tbem 

Work inures a person to some 
hardship, and it tones up the mus- 
cles for earning power when the day 
of destitution comes. Work makes 
the average father think more of his 
son, and it gives the son a better 
appreciation of bis father. 

Every rich father should give his 
son employment before giving him 
money, then he will have bis employ- 
ment when needed, and is more 
likely to keep his money, too. 

The old Jews were right: Every 
father required his son to learn a 
I rade. Modern Americans would do 
well to adopt this ancient custom. 
Teach the boys how to earn their 
living, and they will be less likely 
to bring disgrace upon their parents.

Scalloped Apple*. 

Select a half dozen apples. Wash 
and core. Slice across apple so 
that each piece will be encircled by 
the skin of the apple. Place in a 
stewing or frying pan, pouring over 
them atout one-fourth of a cupful 
of water, three-fourths of a cupful 
of sugar — though amount of sugar 
is best determined by acidity of 
apples — and a tahlespoonfnl of 
butter. Cover and allow to sim- 
mer. When soft remove, cover 
and fry. When sufficiently brown 
place in a rather deep dish alternate 
layers of the appies and grated 
cheese. Place in the oven for five 
or ten minutes and serve in the 
same dish in which they were 
scalloped — Boston Post.
